The whole minesweeper flotilla is now w searching for the. missing 
submarine, 

Submarine M2 is a sistership to M1, which was lost off Start 
Point in 1925 with sixty-eight lives.

Feverish Reseue: Work. 

In the glare of powerful searchlights salvagers and divers from 
destroyers, submarines and minesweepers are feverishly working 
on the spot, three miles west of Portland Bill where an object was 
located in seventeen fathoms of water after an all-night long search, 
It is believed to be super-submari1e M2, in which there is also a 
small aeroplane. The fate ‘of the six officers and forty-eight men, 
‘who, it is understood, are inside are at present uokuiwn, but the 
submarine could remain quite safely under water in an emergency for 
forty-eight hours.

M2 has a crew of 6 Officers and 61 men. She 
was originally the K19, and first commissioned: for 
service in October 1918.

“Mr, Harold Cox on Inadequate Economies. 


It ia satisfactory to learn that 


anticipate a Budget deficit, but a 
‘good many. taxpayers anticipate 
personal deficits, writes Mr, Harold 
Cox in the Sunday Times. The 
prospect of the January ineome-tax 
is seriously affecting thousands -of 
people at the prosent time. They 
are doubtful whether they will have 
enough money to meet the tax col- 
lector’a demands, and many of them 
are cutting down their Christmas 
expenditure to enable them to foot 
the bill. That, of course, means 
serious loss to the Christmas shop- 
ping trade, Simultaneously the 
bréwers are calling attention to the 
heavy losses thrown upon them by 
the recent increase In the beer duty. 
In the supplementary Budget’ of 
last September the beer duty wad 
raised from £6 88. 6d. to £6 14s. 6d., 
an incréase of Sis. on every 3¢ 
gallons. 
.The Price of Beer. 

The: brewers and publicang ‘are 
bearing part of this tax themselves; 
but they have had to raise the price 
of beer to. the consumer by id. a 
pint; and this has greatly curtail- 
ed consumption, to the injury not 
only of brewers but also of hop 
growers, It is calculated that 
instead of the new tax bringing In 
additional revenue there will be an 
actual Jowering of the yield, with 
&. Gonseqiént loss to the Ex- 
chequer, .

sible that the additional income tax 
may mean & reduction in yield. 
The majority of inrome-tax payers 
dre’ suffering from losses of income 
dua to the bad state of world 
trade, and many of them will find 
it very difficult indeed to pay three-

Comparison With U.S. 

It is doubtful whether any other 
country is being taxed at such a 
heavy rate. The United States 
hai found it necessary suddenly to 
impose additiona: taxation because 
of the anticfpated deficit on its 
Budget; but as the Daily Telegraph 
points out, even the new income 
tax, which is regarded in the United 
States as a terrific impost, ia small 
compared with our own., A mar- 
tied man, in the United States with 
one child and an income of £1,000

against a British tax of £128. How 
1 the, Americans wil get ‘through

Girl Guides. 

I have received a report of 
the Guides from Miss. Lopes, who 
ig Acting Captain during Mrs, 
Creysy’s absence in England. 

These reports give some idea of 
the activities in connection with 

+ the school. The activities are 
not perhaps as wide as we would 
wish and yet we fear to advance 
too quickly. . As it is the advance- 

v ment of the position of Chinese 
women is very remarkable, and 
provided they go slowly and 
steadily forward this advance- 
ment is perhaps the greatest in- 
fluence for good in China to-day. 

Chinese Girls and Education. 

One admires the ever-increas- 
ing desire of the Chinese, girl 
for education. 
however, the problem of the edu- 
eation of girls is complicated, 
difficulty arising from the fact 
that the modern mind is uncer. 
tain as to what it wishes to make 
of ity women. In the past 
womnun’s world was exceedingly 
narrow and limited, though, be 
it remembcred, woman has 
always been’ a great factor in 
civilisation. The position of 
women in China has never been 
subjected to the great changes 
that it has. in other countries 
and although they have lived se- 
eluded lives in the past the basis 
“of society has been matriarchal. 
The home was the woman’s do- 
main, the furniture her dowry, 
she preserved the silk, guarded 
the seed, the money and the 
food. In primitive times the tu- 
telary deity was for generations 
female. In the Tsing Dynasty, 
the first of the six dynasties, 
about the third century, women 
were admitted to official _posi- 
tions and some of them attained 
very high rank, Again in the 
8th century women held exalted 
places, One woman having de- 
voted herself to study was ap- 
pointed Mistress of Poetry, Elo- 
quence and Histery. And in pre- 
sent times one cannot but feel a 
certain admiration for the late 
Empress Dowager who, a woman 
‘of strong charreter, held China 
together for 46 years. There 
is also the example of Miss Lau 
Man-hing, a woman in the Nan- 
king Government Service who ‘in 
1929 went alone with a body of 
servants to establish relation- 


ships between the Lhasa Lhama’ 


in Thibet and the Republican 
‘Government and returned having 
accomplished her object. 
This brief survey of Chinese 
women in the past shows that

Girls like the days are begin- 
ning to go abroad to continue 
their education in foreign Col- 
leges, they are entering the pro- 
feasions —— teaching, medical, 
nursing, clerical and secretarial. 


Conscious of Individuality. 

Signs are not lacking which 
indicate that the girl of China is 
becoming increasingly conscious 
of her own individuality. Our 
aim here is, by means of a liber- 
al education, to wive her adapt. 
ability; an education which will 
cultivate a sense of measure, 
give a masterv of self and which 
will help her to meet ably all the 
circumstances in life, so that 
when school-days are over. she 


| can accept in its fullest meaning!

The home in China is of im- 


mense importance and influence; 


and this is the sphere in which 
the women of to-day tan use her 
.powers for good. China never 
needed her women more than at 
the present time,-not as Embryo 
Jeanne d’Arcs, not as pretenti- 
ous political. leaders and com~ 
munists but as home administra- 
‘tors.

“BOMB ‘TESTS *. 


ON: "WARSHIP 


SECRET APPARATUS IN’ NEW 


Details of the recent experiment 


of bombing the pre-War battleship! 


H.M.S. Centurlon have come to my 
knowledge, writea Major ©. C. 
Turner, the Daily Telegraph avia- 
tion correspondent. 

They reveal the fact that with the 
methods now employed a very high 


percentage of hits are obtainable! 


from a considerable height, and 
that the bombs penetrate any decks 
which are not heavily armoured. 

The bombing was carried out by 
No. 101 Squadron, R.AF., the only 
squadron equipped with a twin- 
engine type of day. bomber. New 
instruments and ‘apparatus were 
employed. Thus, a new type of 
bomb-release was used, which 
avoids even a slight delay be- 
tween tho operator’a action and the 
actual release of the bomb, a delay 
productive of error in the ordinary 
bomb-dropping apparatus, It, is 
a secret contrivance, somewhat de- 
licate and elaborate in ita present 
form but capable of further develop- 
ment. 

Equally important to the success 
of the experiment was ensuring 
that the seroplane was on a_ level 
keel. ‘ Incidentally this was a sub- 
ject of test, for some experts claim 
that single-engine aircraft, quick to 
respond to the controls, can be 
brought level very readily for the 
moment of bomb-releasing, whereas 
the slower-moving twin-engine type 
Is more difficult to manage. The 
recent tests, however, appear to 
justify the twin-engine type.

T have now found out the truth 
about this much-discussed rumour. 
There are three firms In Britain, 
and three only, which are permitted 
by law to print copies of the Bible. 
They are-the Oxford University 
Press, the Cambridge University 
Press, and Messrs. Eyre and Spot-

Although no request was made of 
me to regard anything that: was 
said as confidential, I pefer to shake 
up their respective explanations in 
a hat, so to speak, and, while keep- 
ing each quite separate from its 
companions, to present it to you as 
A, B, or C. 

A responsible official in the firm 
of Printer A told me: 

Do we give a guinea to anyone 
who shows us a misprint in one of 
our Bibles? Certainly not. We've 
been given a lot of trouble by that 
rumour. Some time ago it appear- 
ed in a newspaper, and we had peo- 


ple writing in and claiming the re- 
ward. Of course, careful as we are 
Chere he gave a diffident cough, 
and I bowed and grunted sympathe- 
tically), a few errors or blemishes 
do creep in to.the type sometimes.
